Princess's.—Balfe’s new opera of The Castle of Aymon will be per- 
formed to-night, followed by the farce of My Wife’sSecond Floor, and the 
ballet of The Enchanted Bell. The drama of The Rent Day will be 
brought out at this theatre on Wednesday evening next. 

Mr. Benedict has retired from the musical direction of Drury Lane 
Theatre. Notwithstanding his secession from the arduous duties of his 
directorship, his new opera, the /ibretto by M. Scribe, will be put into 
immediate rebearsal. 

The statue to be erected of Beethoven at Bonn, his native city, is 
now being cast at the Royal foundry at Nuremberg. The model is pro- 
nounced to be one of the chef d'euvres of the celebrated sculptor Haenel, 
of Dresden. Spontini has just finished a new opera. entitled Die Athe- 
niensertum, which is to be produced at Berlin. He has just quitted 
this city for Dresden, having been sent for by the King of Saxony, to 
direct the performance of The Vestale. The title of Mayerbeer’s new 
opera, composed for the inauguration of theTheatre Royal, is the Silesian 
Camp. Itis founded on an historical event that occurred during the 
Seven Years’ War against the great Frederick. The libretto is from the 
fertile pen of the celebrated M. Relistab. 

Oberon, the well-known opera of Weber, has been recently performed 
at Dresden, with new scenery, painted by the three French artists at- 
tached to the Royal Academy of this capital, MM. Sechen, Dieterie, 
and Despléchon. These artists are the same who decorated the great 
theatre here, which is a most remarkable edifice, and has become the mo- 
del of German theatres. 

Bologna.—Loud are the plaudits bestowed here upon Ivanoff and 
Loewe, in the eternal Ernani, which the Italian euphuists would place 
above Fidelio, and Guglielmo Tell, and Don Giovanni itself. But 
this applause is a mere whisper of admiration compared to the explosion 
which shook the theatre to the foundation on the 7th instant. Cerito 
made her re-appearance in La Sylphide, with St. Leon for her partner. 
“ All imaginations were on fire,” says an Italian correspondent, “ but 
they did not reach the sublimity of the full blaze of the reality.” La Vi- 
vandiere was to follow La Sylphide, and a whole regiment of Bolonese 
youths were ready to deeert their sovereign, the Pope, under the colours 
of the suttler girl. 

Mr. Gay.—Every one knows that this gentleman wrote TheBeggar’s 
Opera, but many may not be aware that he also wrote a sequel to it, 
called Polly, which was to have been performed at Covent Garden in 
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1728, but the Lord Chamberlain ordered it to be suppressed. Gay's 
friends persuaded him to print it, which he did, and received four times 
as much as he would have done had it been acted, for the public pur- 
chased with the greatest avidity. Inthe year 1815 Polly was played at 
Drury Lane Theatre for the benefit of Mr. Kelly, but it did not prove 
— Mr. Gay died in the house of the Duke of Queensberry, in 
1731.
